Scarcity of 
Education ? 


The man In the street has no diff¬ 
iculty In understanding why there 
is a scarcity of bacon, beef, cement 
and lumber, but an explanation of 
the scarcity of education today in 
Alberta is not such an easy matter. 

Six years of war depleted enorm¬ 
ously the farm stock of Europe, so 
meat and animal products through¬ 
out the world are in very great de¬ 
mand. Millions of homes were des¬ 
troyed by war, and millions more 
remained unbuilt during the war, so 
building materials are hard to get. 

But tha a d uc at ionsd crtala in Alb- 

erta is quite different from this. 
There are more students enrolled in 
the schools than there were ten 
years ago. There are as many school 
buildings as there ever were. There 
is more money in circulation and 
fewer things to spend it on than 
ever before in peace time. The set¬ 
up should bo perfect for PLENTY of 
EDUCATION FOR EVERYBODY. 
And yet, more than 15,000 of cur 
children are condemned to mail-box 
education, and some thousands more 
get none at all. 

This looks like a man made crisis 
in education which a wise administra 
tion could clean up if it really be¬ 
lieved that good schools and good 
teachers should be the first call up¬ 
on the provinces resources.
